PARLEY EXPECTED 
TO MEET APPROVAL 


Some Opposition Forecast 
in Senate; Spivey, Raw- 
lins and Arnall Named 
. on Committee by Rivers.

By a vote of almost three to one 
the house Monday declined to accept 
the senate bill calling for auto license 
tags at prices ranging from $5.63 to 
$15, or exactly one-half of the present 


prices. 
A request for a conference will be 


laid before the senate today. The 
house has passed a bill which fixed 
the tag prices at from $3 to $15, 
éomplying with the request of Gover- 
nor Eugene Talmadge that the smaller 
cars, at least, be given $3 tags. This 
was one of the major pledges of his 
campaign. 

The vote in the house on the ac- 
ceptance of the senate bill was 99 


against to 34 for. 

Representative Roy Harris, of Rich- 
mond county, house floor leader and 
co-author of the original house bill 
which provided for the flat $3 rate on 
’ tags, said Monday night that he still 
had hopes that the smaller cars would 
get the $3 tag. 

On the house conference commit- 
tee Speaker E. D. Rivers Monday 
night announced that he had named 
Representatives John B. Spivey, of 
Emanuel, chairman of the ways and 
means committee; Ellis G. Arnall, 


- speaker pro tem. of the house, and 
Preston Rawlins, the member from 
Governor Talmadge’s home county of 
Telfair. 

It was believed certain that the 
senate, anxious to dispose of the tag 
matter as quickly as possible, will 
ngree to the conference, though it is 
known that an effort will be made to 
reject the request of the house. Pres- 
ident Hamilton McWhorter would not 
even discuss the request Monday night, 
saying he would make no statement 
until the request had formally been 
ylaced before his body this morning. 
hose close in touch with the situ-

WOODIN OR STRAUS 
BELIEVED SLATED 
FOR CABINET POST 


Commerce Portfolio Ex- 
pected to Go to New 
York Industrialist. or 
Gotham Merchant.

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 6.—(4)—The 
name of William H. Woodin, gray- 


haired New York industrialist, bobbed 
up most prominently today in demo- 
cratic talk here for secretary of com- 
merce—one of the few remaining u 
certain posts in the Roosevelt cabi- 
net. 

Coupled with Woodin’s name was 
that of Jesse I. Straus, New York 
merchant leader, for the commerce of- 
fice, but the odds seemed to point to 
the former, who has been at the right 
hand of President-elect Roosevelt in 
his month of presidential stydy. 

Mr, Woodin is president of the 
American Car & Foundry Company. 
He has been making a close survey 
of the whole railroad and ind ‘strial 
situation for Mr. Roosevelt. 
Selection of Woodin means three 
New Yorkers, at least, in the Roose- 
velt cabinet, but geography is not 
the basis upon which the new presi- 
dent is basing his selections. James 
A. Farley, for postmaster-genera’. and 
Miss Frances Perkins, for secretary 
of labor, are the other New Yorkers 
regarded as certainties in the cabinet. 
With Mr. Roosevelt fishing far 
away in the Bahamas islands, the 
leaders of democracy continued ‘oday 
to speculate over patronage distribu- 
tion. The genial but silent James 
A. Farley. national chairman, is the 
center of the party activity here. 
The veritable eddies of gossip cir- 
cling about the hotel corriders also 
brought in the names of prominent 
westerners for high offices in the new 
administration, including Bert E. 
Haney, of Portland, Ore., for secre-

SCHOOL FUND HIKE 
ATTACKED BY KEY 
AT OPEN HEARING 


Legislative Courtesy Rule 
Suspended, Committee 
Will Act on Bill “Strict- 
ly on Its Merits.” 


Released from the rule of legislative 
courtesy by Senators W. A. Sims, of 
Atlanta, 35th, and Robert W. Camp- 
bell, of Covington, 34th, members of 


the senate committee on municipal 
government Monday night were await- 
ing a called meeting of the committee 
to act on the Atlanta 30 per cent 
school bill, following an attack on the 
measure by Mayor James L. Key and 
other representatives of the city at a 
public hearing. 

Senators Sims and Campbell agreed, 
on the request of Mayor Key, to a 
suspension of the rule of legislative 
courtesy, which would require mem- 
bers of the senate to follow the lead 
of local senators, and said that they 
will allow the bill to be passed on by 
the committee “strictly on its merits.” 
will be enacted: 

“The schools have bankrupted our 
town long enough,” Mayor Key told 
the senate committee in a largely at- 
tended meeting featured by frequent 
clashes between representatives of the 
opposing schools of thought. Mayor 
Key asked, in the event the bill is 
passed by the senate, that a referen- 
dum clawae be attached. 

“This bill (requiring the city to al- 
locate 30 per cent instead of the pres- 
ent 26 per cent of its revenue to 
schools) spells a great deal of injus- 
tice to many people,” Mayor Key said. 
‘The city’s revenue fell off in 1932, as 
compared with 1931, by $1,000,000, and 
this year, as compared with 1932, it is 
falling off another $1,000,000. 
“Property assessments are now too 
high,” Mayor Key. said. “I am making 
no war against the public schools, but 
I believe that our schools fare better 
than any other department of our city 
government. I leve the schools, and 
would not discriminate against them, 
but I want to tell you that only last 
week I had to borrow $400,000 in or-

FDUCATION BUDGE 
VETOED BY MAYO 


Key Cites Financial 
Stress, Says Proposed 
Expenditures Excessive. 


(Text of Veto in Page Seven.) 

Declaring that the school board has 
no right to submit a budget calling 
for expenditures in excess of its in- 
come and adding that he had no right 
to approve such a budget, Mayor 
James L. Key Monday vetoed the 
1933 budget of the board of educa- 
tion, 

In vetoing the budget, the mayor 
sent a lengthy letter to the board of 
education. A copy of-this message 
also was sent to the senate commit- 
tee on municipal government which 
Monday afternoon heard the mayor 
and others lead an attack on a bill, 
already approved by the house, which 
would increase the allocation of city 
funds to the schools from 26 to 30 
per cent, 

In his message the mayor pointed 
out the stress of the times, said that 
every other department of the city 
government had to cut down its ac- 
tivities and advocated that the board 
of education do the same thing. 

Mayor Key emphasized the fact that 
it takes $27,000 more a month to pay 
the 1,900 employes of the board of 
education, including teachers, than it 
does the other 2,600 employes of other 
municipal departments. 

The mayor gave the budget his veto 
immediately after it was submitted 
by Willis A. Sutton, superintendent 
of schools, and T. W. Clift, assist- 
ant superintendent in charge of busi- 
nes; administration. 

The mayor scored the move to ob- 
tain larger appropriations through in- 
creasing the allocations to the school 
board and warned the citizens that 
approval of the increased allocation 
would bar any attempt to reduce the 
assessments on taxable properties.

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RoadBoard ‘Favoritism’ 


Charged, Probe Sought 


Senator Jackson’s Resolution Demands Inves- 


tigation — Some Counties Given More 


Work Than Others, Is Allegation. 


Investigation into charges of “rank 
favoritism” in the state highway de- 
partment was demanded in a resolu- 


tion introduced in the senate Mon- 
day by Senator Joe Ben Jackson. of 
Gray. Under the rules of the senute 
the resolution had to lie on the table 
for one day and therefore will not be 
voted on until today. 

The resolution provides that the in- 
vestigation be made by a joint com- 
mittee of the legislature, two mem- 
bers from the senate and three from 
the house. 

Senator Jackson's resolution charges 
that certain counties. have received 
more construction work than others 
and that “a certain bank or banks 
owned or controlled by a member of 
the highway board” has disceunted 
obligations of the highway depart- 
ment at rates ranging as high as 12 
per cent. William C. Vereen, of Monl- 
trie, president of the Moultrie Bank- 
ing Company, is the only member of 
the board known to be connected with 
a bank. Captain J. W. Barnett, of 
Athens, is chairman of the board and 
Jud P, Wilboit, of Warrenton, is the 
third member. 

Last week in urging the adoption 
of the flat $3 auto license tag bill, 
Senator Jackson, speaking on the 
floor of the senate, charged that con- 
tracts were let “just the other night” 
in counties of four members of the 
senate. 

Governor Eugene Talmadge. in his 
inaugural address, charged that the 
highway department was letting con- 
tracts in anticipation of its revenue 
and added that he believed the board 
was over-anticipating that income. 
Administration-sponsored bills, call- 
ing for reorganization of the board 
and an increase in its membership 
from three to seven and other pro- 


visions placing the department under 
the control of the governor are cer- 
tain to be introduced in both houses 
of the legislature during the present 
session. ? 

The Jackson resolution follows: 

“One. It is charged that the stat+ 
highway commission is promising con- 
tracts for roads far in excess of any 
reasonable expectations of fulfillment 
for political purposes, 

“Two. It is charged that the state 
highway board is unreasonably antic- 
ipating their revenue and letting road 
contracts for construction, payment 
of which they cannot hope to mee‘ 
within any reasonable time. 

“Three. It is charged that rank 
favoritism is being shown to certain 
counties in the state in the matter of 
certain road construction. 

“Four. It is charged that a cer- 
tain bank or banks owned or con- 
trolled by a member of the board has 
discounted obligations of the highway 
department totalling hundreds of 
thousands of dollars at rates ranging 
as high as 12 per cent; ‘therefore, 
be it resolved that a eccmmittee of 
three of the senate be appvinted by 
the president of the senate and a com- 
mittee of five members of the house 
be appointed by the speaker of the 
house; that they be empowered to 
investigate fully these matters and alli 
related subjects and repore same back 
to the house and senat2 within 10 
days. 

“Wive, Be it further cesolved that 
this committee shall have full power 
and be fully authorized to summon 
witnesses and compel their attendance 
and compel them to produce before 
said committee any and all documen- 
tary evidence called for by said in- 
vestigating commiltce relative to the 
issues of inquiry being made by 
them.”

Judge John B. Hutcheson, of the

seek to disqualify Solicitor-General 
Claude C. Smith from serving in the 
grand jury investigation into com- 
plaints against former Chief of Po- 
lice A. W. Lilly. In setting the date 
for the hearing, the judge made it 
clear that all citizens who wish !o 
speak will be given an opportunity in 
open court. : 

Judge Hutcheson’s action came 
after attorneys tor four discharged 
county policemen had sought to with- 
draw a petition concerning the quali- 
fications of the solicitor to serve in 
the grand jury investigation. They 
were George T. Young, C. P. Ford, P. 
N. Turner and Earl Cooper and had 
set in a separate petition the facts 
which they said would bar Solicitor 
Smith from qualifying in the inves- 
tigation. 

Roy C. Leathers, representing the 
policemen, said his clients felt that 
they should not be the prosecutors in 
the case any more than the 1,008 
citizens who had signed the petition.

Crew Radios It Will 
Bring Seized Dutch 
Cruiser Into Port. 


MEDAN, Sumatra. Feb. 6.—(UP) 
Naval sea planes spotted the cruiser 
De Zeven Provincien, manned by a 
mutionous native crew, steaming to- 
ward Surabaya, Dutch East Indies, 
today. 

The aviators pointed to bombs slung 
under the wings of their aircraft as a 
warning that they would bomb the 
cruiser if the mutineers did not sur- 
render. Although, the cruiser continued 
on its course, no bombs were dropped, 
however, as naval authorities prefet 
to capture the ship intact if possible. 

The native crew of the cruiser over- 
powered officers not ashore and steam- 
ed out of the port of Olehle on the 
north coast of Sumatra, Saturday. 

The mutineers broadcast a wireless 
message addressed to the “World 
Press.” it read: 

“We intend to proceed to Surabaya. 
We do not intend any violence, and 
will return the ship over to our com- 
mander the day before our arrival at 
Surabaya. 

“Our object is to protest against 
the unjust wage cut, and to protest 
the arrest of those protesting last 
week. No one on board has been hurt. 
On the contrary, all is well.”

George W. Mindling. head of the 
weather bureau, said that Sunday 
night’s sharp drop was general over 
north Georgia and that freezing tem- 
peratures and frost extended as far 
south as Thomasville, Ga.. famed for 
its annual rose festival.

FRANCE ABANDONS 
BUDGET STRUGGLE 


Paris Temporarily Gives 
Up Effort to Secure 
Balanced Sheet. 


PARIS, Feb. 6.—(#)—The attempt 


to balance the government’s budget 
was temporarily abandoned today by 
unanimous vote of the cabinet. 

The ministers rejected a proposal 
to reduce the pay for employes of the 
state, and they approved measures 
which would slightly increase the 
taxes on gasoline and bank checks. 

All told, they approved measures 
designed to provide $232,000,000, half 
of which would be in new taxes and 
half resulting from economies in civil 
expenditures. This measure will be 
operative until another budget project 
ean be drafted. 


By determining to abandon ten> 
porarily efforts to balance the budget, 
the’ new cabinet, headed by Premier 
Edouard Daladier, evaded the issue 
which contributed to the recent down- 
fall of the ministry headed by Joseph 
Paul-Boncour. goes 

M. Paul-Boncour’s finance minister, 
Henry Cheron, estimating the budget 
deficit at 10,541,000,000 (about $421,- 
640,000), asked the government to levy 
heavy taxes and slash expenditures 
sufficiently to bring about a surplus 
of 238,000,000 francs (about $9,520,- 


000). 

M. Cheron’s cabinet ‘colleagues 
agreed to this program, but it was at- 
tacked in parliament. The government 
was defeated on one section of the 
finance bill as a result of the de- 
fection of the socialists and M. Paul- 
Boncour was forced to resign. 

M. Daladier, the new premier, sum- 
moned Georges Bonnet to the finance 
ministry and M. Bonnet came forth 
with proposals reducing the taxes and 
economies for which his predecessor 
had battled.

MacDonald, Lord President of the 
ouncil Stanley Baldwin, Foreign 
Secretary Sir John Simon, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Neville Chamber- 
lain, and Walter Runciman, president 
of the board of trade.

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UPHELD BY COURT 


Many Other Decisions 
Are Handed Down by 
Supreme Court Bench. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(4#)—The 
supreme court today ruled that states 
have the right to tax electricity gen- 
erated by companies operating under 
tederal license. 

The point was raised by the Lex- 
ington Water Power Company in 4as- 
sailing the South Carolina levy on 
power generated or sold within the 
state, but the court said the Caro- 
lina law was valid. 

In so doing, it brushed aside the 
argument of the Broad River Power 
Company, of Columbia, 8. C., that 
the South Carolina statute discrimi- 
nated against the production of elec- 
tricity by water power or steam pow- 
er in failing to tax current generated 
by other means. 

The opinion, written by Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes, also made short shift 
of the other contention that there was 
discrimination in the exemption of 
industrial plants generating power for 
their own use. 

The Lexington company’s attack 
upon the law was based upon the as- 
sertion that the tax was levied on a 
“federal agency,” since its plant on 
the Saluda river was constructed un- 
der a license granted by the federal 
water power commission. 

It is apparent, however, Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes said, ‘That the complain- 
ant, in generating and selling power, 
is not acting as an agent for the gov- 
ernment. It acts with the govern- 
ment’s permission, and while it may 
be said to have received a privilege 
from the government it is not a privi- 
lege to be exercised son behalf of the 
government. The tax is not upon the 
exertion of, and cannot be said to bur- 
den any governmental function.” 

By its action today the supremé 
court upheld three-judge federal courts 
in South Carolina which had dis- 
missed the suits against the law. 


USE OF WORD “MILLING” 
HIT IN COURT RULING 

The supreme court sustained in part 
an order issued by the federal trade 
commission requiring the Royal Mill- 
ing Company, the Richland Milling 
Corporation and the Empire Milling 
Company, all of Nashville, Tenn., to 
cease selling their products under 
names which the commission held vio- 
lated the federal trade commission act 
by indicating they were engaged in 
the milling industry. 

The companies are mixers of flour, 
putting on the market brands of self- 
rising flour. The order, the court 
held, should require the defendants 
to use qualifying words to indicate 
they are not grinders of wheat. 


COURT REFUSES REVIEW 
TO DISMISSED LAWYER 
The appeal of Paul L. Fourchy chal- 
lenging the validity of a rule of the 
Louisiana supreme court under which 
a commissioner was appointed to de- 
termine his right to practice law was 
dismissed by the United States su- 
preme court, and will not be reviewed 
on its merits. 


ALABAMA FRANCHISE LEVY 


SET ASIDE BY COURT) 


The annual franchise tax imposed

4thF amily of Radioactive Elements 
Is Believed Discovered at Auburn 


AUBURN, Ala., Feb. 6.—(P)— 
Claim to a discovery that there are 
four families of radioactive chemical 
elements, instead of three, is made 
in the Physical Review by Alabama 
Polyteehnie Institute scientists. 

The investigations showing the four 
families were conducted by Miss Edna 
R. Bishop, associate professor of home 
economics, with co-operation of the 
physics department. : 

Chemical elements are grouped into 
“families” according to their similar- 
ity in valence, or their properties of 
combining with other elements. The 
radioactive families already recognized 
have been thorium, radium and ac- 
tinium groups. Miss Bishop finds 
that the actinium group is really two 


families, thereby obtaining the fourth 
radioactive family. 

If her work proves correct it is 
scientifically important in the prob- 
lems of discovering how the chemical 
elements are constituted. She de- 
tected the split in the actinium group 
with the magneto-optic instruments of 
Dr. Fred Allison, of the institute. The 
instruments showed the existence 
new isotopes of the radioactive 
metals. Isotopes are atoms of the 
same substance, which differ in atom- 
ie weight. The differences in weight 
are due to differences in the struc- 
ture of the nuclei of atoms. The 
heavier isotopes have more electrons 
and protons in their nuclei than the 
light ones.

INFLATION ISSUE 


Congressmen,Economists 
Divided on Question at 


| New York Gathering. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6—(4)—Men- 
bers of congress and economists 
threshed out the controversial ques- 
tion of inflation at a banquet attend- 
ed by several hundred members of the 
leading New York security and com- 
modity exchanges at the Waldorf- 
Astoria tonight. 

Speakers took sharply divergent 
views of the problem, some asserting 
that slashing the value of the dollar 
would lift the depression, while oth- 
ers declared that currency tinkering 
would be disastrous, and some took a 
middle course. 

It was agreed, however, that the 
issue had become one\of the live 
economic controversies of the day. Dr. 
Lionel D. Edie, rominent Wall 
Street economist, said “this is the old 
battle of the nineties over again,” re- 
calling the Bryan free coinage of sil- 
ver campaign. 

Looms as Political Issue. 

Representative Robert Luce, of 
Massachusetts, said the controversy 
“bids fair to be the big political issue 
of the next four years, to determine 
the next congressional election, and 
to decide the presidency in 1986, as 
it did in 1896.” 

Professor Irving Fisher, of Yale, 
who has long preached the adoption 
of a managed currency to iron out 
fluctuations in the price level, urged 
the issuance of stamped scrip as a 
measure of “reflation.” He said un- 
controlled or immoderate inflation 
would be more harmful than deflatiou, 
and that he had opposed it “ever 
a. stumping against afyan in 


Senator Elmer Thomas, of Okla- 
homa, one of the more active infla- 
tionists in congress, said that only 
congress can issue and regulate cur- 
rency, and that it awaited only “a 
nod and a whisper” from the heads 
of powerful banks, to turn the tide 
and reverse the process of deflation 
and depression. 

Owen Opposes Move. 

Former Senator Robert L. Owen, of 
Oklahoma, another speaker, said he 
opposed inflation and favored sound 
money, but that. the present dollar 
was unsound. He urged the federal 
government to issue currency with 
which to buy and retire its own 
bonds. 

The banquet was sponsored by a 
committee of brokers, who explained 
that a number of members of con- 
gress have expressed a desire to ex- 
change views with Wall Street in- 
terests, and it was felt that holding 
a large banquet would bring the va- 
rious groups together most effectively. 


U. 8S. DICTATORSHIP SEEN 
BY LEADER OF SOCIALISTS 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—()—A pe- 
riod of “whoopla inflation” followed 
by a dictatorship was forecast for the 
United States today by Norman 
Thomas, socialist leader, as he re- 
turned from a_ three-week swing 
through the middle west. 

Here are a few of his observations: 

“In every way conditions are worse 
than they were last fall. 

“A curious mixture of apathy, de- 
spair and bitterness is growing 
throughout the country. 

“There seems to be very little hope 
for what will happen after March 4.

Bitter Attack on 


Power Companies 


Launched in Lecture by Gruening 


A blistering attack on power com- 
panies and trusts was delivered Mon- 
day night by Ernest Gruening, distin- 
guished journalist, in an address spon- 
sored by the citizenship lecture com- 
mittee at the Y. W. C, A. auditorium. 
He was introduced by Dr. Mercer G. 
Evans, member of. the faculty of 
Emory University. 

Mr. Gruening, who is an editor 
of The Nation, denounced the present 
system of handling public utilitgs and 
with a succession of facts as ught 
to light by she federal trade commis- 
sion in its investigation of practical- 
ly all the power companies, showed 
that great profits are now being made 
by these companies in excess of the 
8 per cent allowed by most state 
constitutions. He illustrated the 
feasibility of government-operated 
utilities by the situation as now ex- 
ists in Ontario, Canada, where power 
rates are only one-fourth those in the 
United States because of public own- 
ership, 

“In Georgia,” he said, “ag in every 
other state, utility owners, through 
bookkeeping tricks in adding to the 
cost of operation, are making much 
more profit than allowed under the 
law. They have devised an elaborate 
scheme of propaganda and ‘public 
education’ whereby they seek to im- 
plant in the public mind that no 
profit is made by the power compa- 


-nies and that utilities would be of 
less service if they were owned and 
operated by the government. They 
start with the child and force their 
publicity upon the adult. Is there 
any reason to believe engineers and 
the real producers of power could not 
serve Uncle Sam as well as they did 
Samuel Insull?” 

President-elect Roosevelt was prais- 
ed by Mr. Gruening for his plans 
concerning the operation of Muscle 
Shoals and the speaker asserted that 
the “new deal” promised by. Mr. 
Roosevelt last year seems well on the 
way to fulfillment, 

Reading letters written by officials 
of privately-owned — utilities, Mr. 
Gruening depicted the battle made by 
them t» mold public opinion. They 
even discarded all textbooks in public 
schools which seemed unfavorable to 
the power trusts and _ substituted 
books prepared under their super- 
vision, he asserted. 

Since the birth of the power indus- 
try some 50 years ago when the in- 
candescent light was invented, the 
utilities have grown to enormous im- 
portance in everyday life, the speak- 
er said. If the producers of such 
a necessary product as power can 
serve Insull loyally they can serve 
the government equally as well at 
much less cost to the consumer, Mr.

Only two statesmen heretofore have 
been buried at the expense of the 
state since the founding of the repub- 
lic, Friederich Ebert and Dr. Gustav 
Stresemann. 

A member of the nazi party, the 
Rev. Hassenfelder, extolled Maikow- 
ski and Zauritz as men who, having 
sacrificed themselves so a new Ger- 
many might live. now were summoned 
to guard duty in heaven. 

The vast cathedral, once the place 
of worship of Wilhelm II, the former 
kaiser, was crowded with uniformed 
nazis. steel-helmeters, police and their 
families, of whom many were girls 
and boys who also wore the brown 
uniforms.

The session was filled with clashes 
between Long and Ansell, and Sena- 
tor Robert B. Howell, of Nebraska, 
chairman of the committee, _ repri- 
manded Long several times and re- 
minded him that he was there as 
counsel for Mr. Overton only through 
the courtesy of the committee. Once 
in the afternoon session, when Long 
interrupted the witness, Angell ac- 
cused Long of “trying to save” his 
witness and Chairman Howell order- 
ed Long to sit down. 

“T will not until he (Ansell) sits 
down,” hotly replied Long. 

“T am standing to examine a wit- 
ness.”’ said Easel. : 

“And I am standing to examine a 
document,” answered Long. | 

“Then stand there then,’ said An- 
sell. 

Finally both sat down. 

All through the day, Earl Long, 
hrother of Huey, who has broken wit 
him personally and politically, sat at 
General Ansell’s elbow and prompted 
bis questionings into the political op- 
erations of his brother. 

The questioning covered the ficld of 
campaign expenses, the use of dummy 
candidates to get the appointment of 
election commissioners, political or- 
ganizations in Louisiana and the pri- 
mary law. , 

General Ansell put into the record 
the statement that the Louisiana pri- 
mary law carried no penalty for vio- 
lations as the enforcement clause had 
been declared void by the supremé 
court. The general charged that the 
Long organization had defeated a bill 
offered in the legislature to “puf 
teeth into the law.” 

Mr. Peltier agreed that the Long 
administration had not supported the 
measure but declined to say it had 
fought it. : 

Mr. Peltier said contributions to 
the campaign were collected by Sena- 
tor Long and Seymour Weiss, politi- 
cal associate of Long and manager of 
the Roosevelt hotel, and that dis- 
bursements were made at the hotel.

Forcing Takeouts 


In the early days of Contract, play- 
ers found it necessary to use Forcing 
hids in greater profusion than they 
do now, because the technique of the 
game was not sufficiently developed. 
Players did not understand-the mean- 
ing either of playing-tricks or honor- 
tricks, and the tendency was either to 
go too high on weak hands or to play 
game hands for part-score and Slam 
hauds merely for games. As a result, 
the tendency to force on hands that 
looked at all good, after partner had 
opened the bidding, became almost an 
obsession. 
~ In writing “Contract Bridge Blue 
Book” I laid down the proposition 
that a Forcing Takeout should not 
be made when partner held less than 
3 honor-tricks, and, of coursé, this car- 
ried with it the thought that the hand 
making the Force had cards which 
gave substance to the bare structure 
of the honor-tricks.

AN UNWISE SUGGESTION. 


The bill now pending in the gen- 
eral assembly, which would make 
the department of archives and his- 
tory an integral part of the depart- 
ment of state, threatens the effi- 
ciency, if not the existence, of a 
branch of the state government 
rendering invaluable service. 

Created 14 years ago, the depart- 
ment of archives has, after years of 
work, brought order out of chaos in 
the records, files and historical 
papers of the state. As 4 result of 
the earnest and intelligent labors of 
its staff, working independently un- 
der an annual appropriation of only 
$6,000 until last year when it was 
increased to $6,750, the archives 
and records of Georgia are now in 
as good condition as those of any 
othér state in the Union. 

Before the archives were turned 
over to the present department they 
were in the care of the state de- 
partment, to which the present bill, 
in effect, seeks to return them. No 
effort was made to catalogue or file 
them, the only effort towards pre- 
serving them being to bale them and 
place in the basement of the capitol. 

As a result of this neglect of the 
public documents of Georgia, pa- 
pers worth thousands of dollars 
commercially, and of untold his- 
torical value, were lost or destroyed, 
included among them being the rec- 
ord of the first Western and Atlantic 
lease. The existence of the Button 
Gwinnett signature, now valued at 
$50,000, was not known until the 
staff of the present department went 
to work at the Herculean task of 
putting the records of the state into 
order. While the records were en- 
trusted to the department of state 
no historical work of any kind was 
done. 

As a result ‘of the establishment 
and efficient conduct of the depart- 
ment many valuable gifts have been 
received by the state. Among these 
are the Rhodes Memoria! Hall, val- 
ued at the time it was presented to 
the state at more than $100,000, 
valuable gifts to the pictorial and 
manuscript collections and thou- 
sands of private papers depicting 
life in the early days of Georgia. 

Under the proposed reorganiza- 
tion of the department, under which 
it would lose its individual responsi- 
bility, many of these valuable gifts 
may be reclaimed by their owners. 
That this danger is recognized by 
those proposing the change is evi- 
denced by the fact that the bill 
specifies that “if Rhodes Memorial 
Hall shall cease to be available, the 
secretary of state is authorized to 
make provision for the protection 
and preservation of records.” 

During its 14 years of existence 
the department of archives has ex- 
amined and properly catalogued and 
filed more than 900,000 loose, origi- 
nal papers and letters, dealing with

advance payments to 


public affairs, and some 30,000 man- 


uscript volumes. 

No branch of the state govern- 
ment has rendered more efficient or 
more valuable service during the 
past decade and a half, and it would 
be extremely unwise to return the 
direction of its important duty to 
the department under the control 
of which the records and historical 


papers of the state were not only. 


permitted to go uncared for but 
were actually lost or destroyed. 

The care of the historical papers 
of the state and the proper historical 
research work should be vested in 
a single department, independent of 
the influence of politics. The re- 
quirements of the department call 
for thorough training and experi- 
ence, on the part of its staff mem- 
bers, and frequent changes, for po- 
litical purposes, would affect the 
efficiency of this department to a 
degree not true of any other branch 
of the state government. 

Secretary Wilson, present head of 
the state department, is a capable of- 
ficial, undoubtedly fully aware of 
the vital importance of the proper 
care of Georgia’s archives—but the 
| pext secretary might not be a man 


of the same caliber. Should the de- 


partment of archives and history 
ever become a football of politics 
its efficiency would be lessened, 
much of the accomplishments of the 
last 14 years undone, and the ability 
and experience of its staff personnel 
diminished. 

Under the present historian, Miss 
Ruth Blair, the department has func- 
tioned smoothly and become one of 
the most important parts of the ma- 
chinery of the state government. 
There is no valid reason why, under 


|such circumstances, it should be in- 


terfered with in any way. 


THE NEW GRADY. 


Announcement of plans for the 
establishment of a single medical 
and executive staff to supervise all 
units of Grady hospital, assures 
more efficient and smooth-working 
service, and is an important con- 
tribution to the expansion and de- 
velopment of the hospital under the 
present*board of control. 

Formerly each unit of the hos- 
pital has had its individual medical 
staffs and frequent friction has de- 
veloped over the management of the 
various divisions of the institution, 
with a resultant slackening in ef- 
ficiency. 

These disagreements among the 
members of the medical fraternity 
serving at Grady were a natural out- 
come of the unsettled conditions 
and steady deterioration of service 
which marked the years during 
which the hospital was under po- 
litical control. 

These conditions have been elim- 
inated under the direction of the 
group of able and patriotic Atlantans 
now in control of the hospital’s af- 
fairs and steady progress made in 
the expansion of its plant. 


Despite steadily increasing de- 
mands for service to the public, and 
with but litth more revenue, the 
board has been able to add, during 
the past year, a badly needed ma- 
ternity ward, a new diet kitchen 
and new and adequate training quar- 
ters for the nurses’ training school. 

These improvements, together 
with the installation of businesslike 
methods in the conduct of the hos- 
pital, have brought the service being 
rendered by the institution back to 
the high degree of efficiency which 
existed before it deteriorated under 
the handicap of political influence. 

It is but natural that the effect 
of these changes should be felt by 
the doctors who contribute so lib- 
erally and generously of their time 
and effort to the conduct of Grady 
and that they should, of them- 
selves, take steps to so co-ordinate 
their work as to keep pace with the 
improvement in the general opera- 
tion of the institution.

Fortunately 
this latter ship was carrying no pas- 
sengers, but the members of the crew 
are also human beings and many of 
these perished. | 
In Holland, at the same time, the 
P. C. Hooft went up in flames. I 
asked a shipbuilding engineer the 
other day whether the immense ocean 
liner Normandie, now under construc- 
tion in France, would be fireproof at 
least, aud he replied: “If no special 
precautions are taken, the Normandie 
will burn, just as any of the other 
ships are liable to burn any To 
make these liners oe safe they 
esc a all have to be completely over- 
auled.” 


When you come to think of it, it 
is nothing less than miraculous that 
no more maritime disasters have tak- 
en place. The whole inside of these 
ships is a mass of flimsy partitions, 
ceilings of heavily varnished or paint- 
ed wood. Behind those partitions and 
ceilings run the electric wires and all 
the other pipes, 
and things which we are not supposed 
to see, Behind those, walls in the 
cabins, walls which are no thicker 
than cardboard, is the heating ap- 
paratus. Electric lamps everywhere, 
even in the cupboards, and further- 
more, carpetg, screens, flapping and 
flying curtains, here a dear old fellow 
who sits smoking his cigars as if he 
were at home in his garden, over 
there a young matron who passes an 
electric iron over a skirt that has 
been a little crumpled in the steamer 
trunk and if there is no plug to put 
the iron in, there is perhaps a little 
spirit lamp, as I saw several times 
on French boats, little spirit lamps 
which are carried from. déne cabin to 
the other by stewards to heat this or 
that thing. 

_No, really, those disasters on the 
high seas are quite logical. The fire- 
proof steamer will be the ship that 
is stripped of all the illusions of a 
hotel, bare, steel walls and rigorous

Guedalla Condemns Historians 


More Clever Than Their Subject 


“It is the humbler, simpler busi- 
ness of a biographer to let us see 
the man,” declared Philip Guedalla, 
eminent English historian and liter- 
ary authority, as he unfolded his his- 
torical method in a lecture before 
a large crowd in Glenn Memorial au- 


ditorium Monday night on “Welling- 


ton, the Duke and the Man.” He 
was brought to Atlanta by the Stu- 
dent Lecture Association of Emory 
University. 

Mr. Guedalla, with clever phrasing 
characteristic of his address, con- 
emne@ historians who “try to prove 
themsejves more clever than their 
subject.” 

“There are two quite different 
views of history,” he said. ‘There 
is one view which traces everything 
in history to blind causes, economic 
causes, anass tendencies. Historians 
of this view take the position that 
just because something happened, it 
was bound to happen. The other 
view, the one which I take, is that 
there was often a pair of hands that 
shaped events while they were hap- 
pening.” Upon this theory he bases 
his interest in biography, he said. 

“A man in history fastens himself 
in the memory of his people in one 
particular stage of his life,” asserted 
Mr. Guedalla. “Thus people remen* 
ber Wellington as a man of 46, seat- 
ed on his horse on Sunday morning, 
June 18, 1815, directing his troops 
in their defeat of Napoleon, Such 


stark portraits are great obstacles 
to the attainment of historical truth.” 
He said that the study of exceptional 
men is no more than the study of 
freaks, but interesting history is the 
study of how ordinary men fitted 
themselves to do an exceptional job. 

Tracing in brief form the career of 
Wellington, Mr. Guedalla showed how 
certain events contributed a stream of 
different things of which “the man 
in the saddle on Sunday” was the re- 
sult. He showed how Wellington 
overcame his utterly broken nerves 
in a battle in India; how he-learned 
that it was more important to feed 
his men than to teach them to shoot; 
how he learned to use a ridge in bat- 
tle strategy: how he learned that the 
great Napoleon could make mistakes 
—these were the lessons which formed 
the man who sat on his horse at 
Waterloo. 

Mr. Guedalla contradicted the opin- 
ion of some historians who minimize 
the importance of the Battle of Water- 
loo. He insisted that the Russian 
and Austrian armies which some his- 
torians declare would have overwhelm- 
ed Napoleon later had he won at 
Waterloo would have immediately re- 
traced their routes. English subsidies 
maintained the Austrian and Russian 
armies, he stated, and a change in 
English government which would have 
come as a result of Wellington’s defeat 
would have cut off the subsidies.

The option could be exercised on 
August 15, by which time, proponents 
of the plan believe, the price would 
have risen so that the participating 
producer, receiving the difference be- 
tween the present and the August 15 
price, would make a profit. 


Senator George expressed to re- 
porters the view that such a policy 
of production control enacted by the 
federal government would lead to simi- 
lar action by bankers financing crops. 

In addition, he pointed out, the

gives the secretary of agriculture au- 
thority to require borrowers to cut 
acreage up to 30 per cent.

Smith Approves Proposal. 

The George proposal has been ac-

PRUSSIAN LEADER 


URGES MONARCHY 


BERLIN, Feb. 6.—(#)—Res- 


toration of the Hohenzollern mon- 
archy was urged today by Fried- 
rich Von Winterfeld, vice presi- 
‘dent of the Prussian diet, in an 
address at a meeting of a na- 
tionalist party group. 

Taking issue with the point of 
view that the president of the re- 
public should have greater author- 
ity, he declared: “A president dies 
but the king lives forever. There- 
fore the aim of the German na- 
tionalists is establishment of a 
Prussian - German Hohenzollern 
monarchy.” 


BERLIN, Feb. 6.—(4)—Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler’s new government today 
swept aside all barriers that had block- 
ed its plans forthe election of a new 
Prussian diet at the same time that 
the entire nation is choosing a new 
reichstag next month. 

The government. accomplished this 
end with the aid of President Von 
Hindenburg, who ousted Otto Braun. 
the elected premier of Prussia, and 
vested his powers in Vice Chancellor 
Franz Von Papen. who is the federal 
commissioner for the state. 

This accomplished, Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Yon Papen and Hans Kerrl, the 
nazi president of the diet, voted for 
dissolution of the legislature over the 
objections of Conrade Adenauer, pres- 
ident of the Prussian state council and 
third member of the diet triumvirate. 

Last week the diet itself and the 
diet triumvirate—on which Premier 
Braun then sat—rejected a dissolution 
demand from the federal government. 
Under the Prussian constitution the 
triumvirate alone may vote dissolu- 
tion, and that end was gained by oust- 
ing Braun and putting in his place 
Von Papen. 

“Herr Von Papen and Herr Kerrl 
took note of Herr Adenauer’s objec- 
tions and decided to dissolve the diet 
effective March 4,” said an official 
communique. 

Chancellor. Hitler is returning to 
Berlin from Munich tomorrow. Herr 
Kerr! has called a meeting of the diet 
standing committee for tomorrow eve- 
ning to consult on a date for new 
elections. The date already fixed for 
the reichstag elections is March 5, and 
it is a foregone conclusion that that 
will be the date for the Prussian diet 
voting, regardless of any objections the 
committee may raise. 

The Hitlerite campaign for the 
reichstag voting is based on the the- 
ory that a wave of nationalism now 
is sweeping Germany and,’ for that 
reason, the government may confi- 
dently look for a majority in the new 
reichstag. Chancellor itler desired 
the dissolution of the Prussian diet in 
the belief that the same wave of na- 
tionalism would determine the outcome 
of the voting for a new legislature, 


Turkey To Punish 
Holy City Rioters 


ISTANBUL, Turkey, Feb. 6.—@#) 
President Mustapha Kemal indicated 
tonight that priests and others 1in- 
volved in Sunday's uprising in the 
holy city of Broussa will be punished 
quickly. 

The episode developed when a 
mosque muezzin or crier, called the 
faithful to prayer in Turkish, as the 
president had ordered, instead of in 
Arabic. 

“Those who attempted to use re- 
ligion to disturb the nation’s tranquil- 
lity will certainly not escape the tal- 
ons of justice,” President Kemal said.

Mrs. Z. V. Peterson, of the board

To the Honorable Board of Educa- 
tion of the City of Atlanta: 
Gentlemen and dies: 


I am returning without approval the 
school budget for the year 1933 as 
submitted to me by Superintendent W. 
A. Sutton and Assistant Superintend- 
ent T. W. Clift. 


This budget is admitted by these 

tlemen tobein excess of the appro- 
priation by the general council for the 
year 1 in the sum of $332,000, 
round figures. The provisions of the 
statute on this subject are mandatory. 
The board o* education has no right 
to submit a budget in excess of the 
appropriation of the general coun- 
cil, and I have no right to approve 
the same. Hence, the budget takes 
the only course in that respect which 
the law permits. 

While this subject is up, there are 
certain other observations that I think 
are pertinent, and which I take the 
liberty of making at this time. I feel 
that I should do so because, in part, I 
am responsible for the financing of 
the schools. 

The city of Atlanta and its tax- 
payers are under very great stress at 
this time. The city’s revenues. have 
been very much reduced. There was 
a falling off in revenue in 1932 of 
$1,000,000 There is an additional 
falling off in revenue for the year 
1933 of another million dollars. The 
property tax digest for the year 1933 
will show a decrease in two years of 
$100,000,000, which within itself rep- 
resents a decrease of revenue of $1,- 
500,000. This condition of things was 
unavoidable and has to be met the best 
way that we can, 

Many activities of the city govern- 
ment have been cut out or reduced in 
order to meet this situation. The 
banks require a balanced budget be- 
fore they will lend money to the city 
of Atlanta. That demand has been met 
by stripping the city government, out- 
side of schools, of practically every ac- 
tivity that could be dispensed with. 
We have gone so far even as to cut out 
white-way lights. Policemen have been 
employed at as low as $75 per month, 
with a 10 per cent cut added. Two 
fire companies have been eliminated, 
street work reduced to a minimum, 
charities and relief of the poor cut 25 
per cent, and every other thing that 
prudence and conservatism and an ear- 
nest desire to accommodate ourselves 
to the situation would suggest, 

In order to help meet this situation, 
I have suggested that certain activi- 
ties of the schools should be elim- 
inated. I have suggested that the 
kindergarten, which is a _ valuable 
thing, should be maintained if we had 
the money to maintain it with, but it 
is not an essential and integral part 
of our educational system and should 
be eliminated. Such other new and 
imported ideas as visual education, 
testing and guidance, and many other 
supervisory activities could be, and 
should be, eliminated under the pres- 
ent conditions. Not that these things 
are not valuable, because they are, 
but because the people have not the 
money to pay for them at the present 
time and the schools should approach 
the subject from that standpoint. Good 
citizenship requires at every int 
such adjustment to our present finan- 
cial situation. That includes the 
schools. The schools should not only 
practice economy and good govern- 
ment, but they should teach it. 

The schools should not We arraying 
the teachers anu parents and children 
against their government, They should 
be teaching them to co-operate and 
sympathize with the government and 
help *hem through this present bad 
situation. ‘The only ground upon which 
public schools could be justified is 
their contribution toward good citizen- 
ship and good government. I call on 
the schools to make that contribution 
at this time. 

I do not, and shall not, at any time 
attempt to go into the details of the 
administration of the schools, but some 
things could be pointed out that are 
unjust and call for a change of atti- 
tude by the school department. 

There is an effort on the part of 
the school department at the present 
time to increase by legislative fiat 
the mandatory appropriation of the 
schools from 26 per cent of the gross 
revenue to 30 per cent. There is no 
way that any additional appropriation 
could be made to the sahael depart- 
ment, except out of the pay roll of 
the other employes, and after we com- 
pare these pay rolls we find now that 
the school salaries are higher than the 
salaries paid to other city employes. 


I have just paid out of money bor- 
rowed from the banks the January 
salary pay rolls of all city employes. 
There are 1,900 salaried employes of 
the school department, as against 
2.600 in the other departments of 
the city, and there was paid to the 
salaried employes of the school de- 
partment $27,000 more money than 
was paid to the 2,600 employes in oth- 
er departments of the city. This dem- 
onstrates very clearly that the schools 
have been, and are now, getting adis- 
crimination in their favor, and, not 
content with that, they are asking for 
another and very large additional ap- 
propriation for the school department. 

It has been suggested that the 
elimination of certain departments of 
the school would represent a very 
small saving. It has been suggested 
that this saving would be slightly 
more than 1 per cent. That suggestion 
is based upon the theory that these 
employes are under ¢ivil service and 
abolishment of the department does 
not abolish employes. I beg to sug- 
gest that the rules of civil service do 
not forbid the elimination of a posi- 
tion or a department. Any job may 
be abolished completely, and when that 
is done, the rules of civil service do not 
apply. 

The suggestion that the schools re- 
ceive only 26 per cent of the current 
revenue of the city is very misleading, 

ause the schools receive a great 
deal more than 26 per cent. In addi- 
tion to the 26 per cent of the cur- 
rent revenue of the city the schools 


has never fared badly at the hands 
of the city government.

There should be a 
further reduction. If the law which 
the school department is invoking 
should be passed, it will make it im- 
possible to give further reductions and 
make the city in all of its other dé@ 
partments function in anything like 
an adequate manner, 

I trust that, upon a further con- 
sideration of this budget, the board of 
education will find a way to reduce 
the same in keeping with the actual 
need of the community, and in keeping 
with the actual ability of the com- 
munity to maintain it.

OLD HEALTH BOARD 


Allen.Measure Providing 
for 12-Member, Board, 
Given 131-to-9 Approval. 


The house of representatives, by a’ 
vote of 131 to 9, voted Monday to 
recreate the old state board of health 
which was abolished in 1931 under 
the reorgdnization program sponsored 
by former Governor Richard B. Rus- 
sell Jr. 

The bill is sponsored by Represent- 
ative Allen, of Jackson county, and 
other doctors in the house. It has 
the support of the medical and dental 
professions and also of Governor Eu- 
gene Talmadge, who promised during 
his campaign to make an effort to 
abolish the present health department 
and set up the old board which was 
legislated out in 1931, 

Before adopting the Allen Dill, 
which provides for a board of 12 
members, one from each of the 10 
congressional districts and two from 
the state at large, the house’approved 
an amendment which provided for a 
salary of $4,200 a year for the direc- 
tor of the health department, Dr. T. 
F. Abercrombie, the present director, 
draws $6,000 a year. 

Fort Favors Action. 

The bill provides that the members 
of the board shall be appointed by 
the governor from lists of approved 
candidates certified to him’ by the 
Georgia Medical Association and the 
Georgia Dental Association. 

In connection with the passage of 


“the bill, Dr. Arthur G. Fort, of At- 


lanta, past president of the Georgia 
Medical Association, Monday after- 
noon issued the following statement: 

“The medical profession favors the 
recreation of the health board be- 
cause:

“Fiddlin’ John’”’ Carson and “Moonshine” Kate have been 
getting in shape all week by eating a very great amount, each 
day, of comestibles such as turnip greens, cooked with side 
meat, and string beans and new potatoes. It was just the other 
day that | saw ‘‘Fiddlin’ Jolin.” 

“A feller cain’t fiddle none,”’ he said, “‘if his system 
is cluttered up with a lot of city victuals. It takes 
cracklin’ bread, turnip greens and side ‘meat to get a 
fiddle soundin’ right.’’

Spring Football, Track 
and Golf. Are Menace 
To Game,

What is the future of baseball as 
a collegiate and scholastic sport? In 
many schools and colleges, especial) 
in the east, baseball dates back muc 
— as a school sport than foot- 
all. 

According to Jack Coffey, gradu- 
ate manager of athletics at Fordham 
University and coach of the Maroon 
baseball team, the first baseball game 
played by Fordham was on November 
38, 1859. That was years before the 
crude football game between Prince- 
ton and Rutgers in the seventies sup- 
posedly the tirst of the collegiate grid- 
iron tussles. 


There is une ray of sunshine. In 
his report on intercollegiate sports, 
Major Griffith, president of the Na- 
tional Collegiate A. A., notes that be- 
cause of non-productivity schools and 
colleges have found it difficult to 
maintain baseball teams, but adds: 
“When the game is played, however, 
there apparently is more interest than 
has been noticeable for several years.” 


College couches do not agree on the 
slump of college baseball. Andy 
Coakley, former big leaguer and men- 
tor of Columbia's baseball teams for 
the last 19 years. believes some people 
have a wrong slant on the attendances 
at college ball games a _ generation 
back. 

‘‘Baseball crowds at college games 
were not as big when i was a col- 
lege player as they are today,” said 
Andy. “Several years ago Holy Cross 
played Boston College before a crowd 
of more than 20,000. If we ever had 
played to such a crowd when I went 
to Holy Cross, we would not have 
known how to act. There weren't that 
many in the stands when I pitched 
against Mathewson in the World Se- 
ries of 1905.” 

CROWDS ARE SAME. 

Jack Coffey, who played infield for 
Fordham, says: “A college baseball 
game attracts almost as many persons. 
as it did 25 years ago. The tremen- 
dous interest in intercollegiate foot- 
ball, the advance in appeal of golf, 
the increase in the number of auto- 
mobiles and the popularity of motion 
pictures have made inroads into base- 
ball, college as well as professional. 


Walter F. “Dutch” Carter, Yale's 
great pitcher of the nineties and re- 
garded by the late Bill Hanna as one 
of the foremost players of all time, 
professional as well as amateur, has 
no doubt coilege baseball is not what 
it used to be. In “Dutch’s” time, the 
big ambition of the Yale team was to 
knock over such National league clubs 
as Boston, Giants and _ Brooklyn.

SOPLYBL UTS. 
MADE BY SENATE 


$8,000,000 Economies Are 
Written Into Measure in 
Long Overtime Session. 


WASHINGTON, Feb... 6.—()—In 
a long overtime session, the senate to- 
night wrote about $8,000,000 in gov- 


ernmental economies into the treas- 
ury*postoffice bill and reached 
heart of the controversy over federal 
costs—pay cuts and departmental re- 
organization. 

It adopted without a record vote 
the economy committee's personnel of 
the army, navy, marine corps and 
coast guard receiving $1,000 a year 
or more. 

It also agreed by a vote of 31 to 22 
to apply the cuts to retired pay of 
enlisted personnel when it is more 
than $1,000 a year. The two provi- 
sions are estimated to save nearly 
$8,000,000 a year. 

With these amendments out of the 
way, the senate was ready to do bat- 
tle over the democratic proposal for 
a drastic, blanket cut of 5 per cent 
in all government costs; the proposed 
additional eut of 1 and 2-3 per cent 
in federal pay and the projected ex- 
tension of almost unlimited power to 
reorganize the government to the in- 
coming president. 

Before adjourning just before 10 
o'clock, it began to debate the amend- 
ment offered by Senator Bratton, dem- 
ocrat, New Mexico, for a general 5 
per cent reduction in all expenditures 
except those for public buildings and 
the debt retirement sinking fund. 

One of the amendments adopted to- 
night discontinues laws under which 
about $30,000,000 are appropriated 
annually without review because they 
have béen authorized in the past and 
are considered as fixed charges. 

Although most of these appropria- 
tions probably will have to be con- 
tinued, it at least gives the appropria- 
tions committee a chance to view them 
and see if they are- essential. 

The economy committee met one 
setback during the day, when Sena- 
tor Reed managed to obtain adoption 
of an amendment continuing the 
present limitation or two years on 
assignments of military officers to 
the Philippines, the Orient and 
Panama. 

The committee which had decided 
on four-year terms, estimated $750,000 
a year in traveling expenses could 
be saved by this move. Some of the 
economy was salvaged, however, as 
Reed's amendment extended tours of 
duty on Hawaii from two to four 
years. 

Without a record vote, the senate 
adopted an amendment by Senator 
Connallv. democrat, Texas, providing 
that no retired officer of the army 
or navy receiving an income of $10,- 
000 or more a year shall receive re- 
tirement pay from the government. 

Connally told the senate -General 
James G. Harbord draws $6,000 a 
year retirement pay in addition to 1 
“munificent salary” as president of 
the Radio Corporation of America. 

The Texan remarked that General 
John J. Pershing draws $21,500 an- 
nually less the amount this is re- 
duced bv the economy act, but would 
not be affected by the amendment as 
his compensation is fixed by a special 
act of congress.
